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CATALOG OF ENTOMOLOGICAL TYPES IN THE 
BISHOP MUSEUM 
Orthoptera: Tettigoniidae 1

Abstract: The 30 holotypes and 14 allotypes of Tettigoniidae deposited at the Bishop Museum are 
listed alphabetically. Collection data and additional information on the condition of the specimens are 
also provided. 


C. Willemse (1942, 1950, 1961, 1966) described the majority (23) of the 30 primary types 
of Tettigoniidae deposited at the Bishop Museum. M. Hebard (1926, 1935) described 6 
species and L. Chopard (1969) a single species. 

Eight of the primary types are placed in the Tribe Sexavini, Subfamily Mecopodinae, and 
constitute about 10% of the members of that tribe as listed in the Orthopterorum Catalogus 
(Beier 1966). 

Primary types are from New Guinea (9), Micronesia (8), Marquesas Islands (5), Solomon 
Islands (4), Bismarck Archipelago (3), and the Hawaiian Islands (1). The distribution of 
allotypes listed herein is as follows: New Guinea (4), Micronesia (4), Marquesas Islands (3), 
Solomon Islands (1), Bismarck Archipelago (1), and the Hawaiian Islands (1). 

The tettigoniid general collection at the Bishop Museum is housed in 5 Cal Academy 
insect cabinets. There are over 20,000 specimens, 90% of which are as yet undetermined. 
This catalog follows the format outlined in Radovsky et al. (1976).
